An office of addresses was kept as early as 1650 by a cer- 
tain Henry Robinson, who for a small fee would furnish 
information, and that might have suggested the idea of the 
Collection of Names to Samuel Lee. This collection was 
only intended to comprise a certain class of the community, 
and many well-known people of the time will not be found 
mentioned. A list at the end contains the goldsmiths who 
kept running cashes, the early bankers, and several well- 
known names of to-day, such as Child and Hore, occur 
among them.

On June 19th 
they left Oxford at 20 minutes before 7, arrived at Chapel 
House 5 minutes before 10, leaving Chapel House at ¢ before 
12, they arrived at Stratford-on-Avon at 5 o’clock. She also

From Oxford to Chapel House, then 18 miles to Stratford. 
This is almost the identical route followed by Shakespeare 
on his many journeys from Stratford to London ; at Oxford, 
however, Shakespeare stayed at the Crown Inn. The diary 
on the 22nd and 23rd June relates the return journey by the 
same route. The Garricks left again for Stratford on the 
lst September, arriving (by the previous route) on the follow- 
ing day.

Sept. 7¢h—She records 
the famous “Ode upon dedicating a building and erecting a 
statue to Shakespeare,” which was both written and spoken 
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by Garrick. This recital was followed by a dinner (with a 
turtle weighing 150 lbs.) fireworks and a masquerade. 
June 8th—Mrs. Garrick went to the horse-race (for the 
Jubilee Cup of £50), the dinner, fireworks, and the ball. 
(A curious account of the horse-race and its winner is given 
in Fitzgerald’s “Life of Garrick,” vol. II, p. 230-231.) 
June 9th—They left Stratford, arriving at their house at 
Hampton on the 12th. An entry of June tells us that 
Garrick recited his “Ode on Shakespeare” at his own theatre 
in London on that day.

In the present example the border contains 
twenty emblems in the following order, beginning from the 
lower left-hand corner: The scourge and bunch of twigs 
crossed, the pillar with cords crossed, the ladder for the 
cross, the sword and club crossed, the lantern (John, xviii, 3), 
a left hand pulling the hair, the basin and ewer. The centre 
of the cut is occupied by the usual half-length figure of Our 
Lord standing in an altar-tomb with the cross behind and 
the spear and reed with sponge on either side ; below is the 
text of the Indulgence also cut on wood and with the words 
much abbreviated: “To al them that devoutly say V. pater 
noster. V. aues and a crede afor such a figure ar graunted 
XXXII. m. VII. C. Lv. yeres of pardon.” The present 
example offers another point of interest. Below it are 
printed the lines, running, with the abbreviations filled out:

Only two other 
vellum copies are known. ‘The present book is beautifully 
printed on fine vellum by the scholar-printer, Josse Bade, 
usually known from his native place, Assche, as Badius 
Ascensius. Working first under Jean Trechoel, the printer 
of Lyons, he remained there until that printer’s death in 
1498, when, marrying his daughter Hostelye, he removed to 
Paris. For a time he worked for others, but in 1503 started 
in business for himself, continuing until his death in 1535. 
He was a learned man and edited many of the books which 
he produced. This book is remarkable for the number and 
beauty of the initial letters, and on the verso of the title is 
a woodcut of St. Peter holding the keys anda book. Copies 
even on paper appear to be very rare; it is not mentioned 
by Brunet or other bibliographers. There are copies on 
vellum in the Vatican Library and in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale, but no others appear to be known. ‘The present 
beautiful copy was formerly in the library of the Convent of 
S. Maria Major at Rome. The work was apparently com- 
posed in or before 1497, in which year a copy was submitted 
to the professors in the faculty of Theology at Paris. It 
was written on ten leaves, and certified to contain nothing 
opposed to sound doctrine. Maittaire, Panzer and Hain, all 
quote an edition printed at Paris in 1497, but no such 
edition exists. Hach simply quotes from the other, and the 
original authority appears to be the Nova Bibliotheca of 
Labbaeus. The mistake probably arose from a careless 
scrutiny of the last page with the date 1497. The binder of 
the present copy has fallen into this error and dated it 1497. 
We learn that the book was approved by the doctors of 
Paris, and afterwards sent “in forma libelli” (in the form of 
a book), which doubtless means a printed book, to Pope 
Leo X, who added an indulgence to those who should recite 
it. This indulgence was dated 6th August, 1516, so that 
the book sent to the Pope was the vellum copy of this 
edition now in the Vatican.

curious career. Of his early life we know nothing, but by 
1541 he was organist of St. George’s Chapel, Windsor. He 
had early become a convert to the reformed religion, and, 
when in 1543 a search for heretical books was made, the com- 
missioners found in his possession, not only tracts attacking 
the Six Articles, but the manuscript of a Concordance to the 
Bible on which Marbecke had worked for years. Qn July 26, 
1544, he was tried, and sentenced along with three com- 
panions, to be burnt. His three friends were executed, but 
Marbecke on account of his great musical skill received, 
through Gardiner, a royal pardon. Marbecke sent Foxe an 
account of his trial, but the latter while inserting it in his 
Book of Martyrs, also described the burning of the writer / 
After the accession of Edward VI, Marbecke persevered with 
his labours, and in 1550 published the Concordance. This 
book is one of the rarest of the reformed service-books, and 
though copies are to be found in the great English Libraries, 
the British Museum, Bodleian, Cambridge and Lambeth, ex- 
ceedingly few copies remain in private hands. The present 
copy is a fine and sound one in the original binding of brown 
calf, the sides ornamented with the stamp J. A., a blind 
tooled border. It contains the book-plate dated 1736, of 
the Rev. Francis Blomefield, the author of the History of 
Norfolk.

Sayer, etc. Portraits of nearly all the more famous 
contemporaries of Napoleon I are contained in the collection, 
including many superb specimens of printing in colours; two 
portraits are on satin. ‘The series of views, historical events,

Only four vellum copies are known 
to exist, three of which are in great German libraries. The 
present is, therefore, the only one outside Germany. Indeed, 
Libri considered it to be unique. This book, as the title 
states, also treats of the common land-order, statutes of the 
land, law and usage of the Principality in Upper and Lower 
Bavaria as enacted in the year 1516. The first twelve pages 
are occupied by indices, and on the thirteenth is the pro- 
clamation by the two brothers Wilhelm and Ludwig, Counts 
Palatine of the Rhine, Dukes of Upper and Lower Bavaria, 
the reigning princes, followed on the next leaf by another 
proclamation of Maximilian, King of Rome, Hungary, Dal 
matia, etc., Archduke of Austria. The book is divided into 
four parts, the first contains general regulations for preserving 
the peace, concerning criminals, etc. The next treats of 
authorities and procedure, trustees, etc. The third of blas- 
phemy, drunkenness and such crimes, while the last has mis- 
cellaneous laws about inns, sale of beers, peasants and 
property, cattle credit, sale of produce, trades and manu- 
factures, forbidding peddling, mills, servants, labourers, 
wages, etc. The colophon is interesting. It sets out that 
these laws were originally ordered to be published at Ingol- 
stadt in 1516, but, as since that date there had been nume- 
rous mistakes and misunderstandings, the Dukes had ordered 
some of the Judges to revise the earlier version. They altered, 
enlarged and improved the laws, which were thereupon 
ordered to be printed in the present book at Munich on the 
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Monday after “ Judica” Sunday (7. e. Passion Sunday, fifth 
in Lent), 1520. The title, in six lines of bold red lettering, 
is printed from a wood-block, and below is an engraving of 
the two Dukes, H. W., H. L. (Hertzog Wilhelm, Hertzog 
Ludwig) in armour, standing in an architectural compart- 
ment, supporting the arms of Bavaria. ‘The body of the 
book is printed in gothic type in red and black, and is almost 
certainly from the press of Johann Schobser, who printed 
at Augsburg from 1485 to the end of the century, and settled 
later in Munich, where he was succeeded about 1520 by a 
son. This copy is bound in a plain half-binding, with wooden 
boards and a pigskin back, with brass clasps. It was an 
official copy, and the marks are apparent on the last leaf, 
where.a seal was affixed. It was sold (in 1859) in the choicer 
portion of the Libri collection (lot 273).

formerly in the possession of Wordsworth, it is believed to 
have been presented by him to Samuel Taylor Coleridge, who 
in turn gave the book to Charles Lamb. One leaf (pp. 347-8) 
is said to have been torn by young Hartley Coleridge, during 
a visit with his mother to Lamb, and to have been repaired 
there and then by Mrs. Coleridge.

y* This beautiful volume was in the library of David Laing, 


Librarian of the Signet Library, Edinburgh, who died in 
1878, and whose splendid library was sold in these rooms in 
1879-80. In the frontispiece to Laing’s Life (printed in 
1878) he is shown holding this volume in his hand. The 
present copy is remarkable for its extremely ornamental 
and elaborate binding, a very curious and uncommon speci- 
men of Scottish work of the period. The whole side is 
minutely worked with small tools, hardly any use having 
been made of the roll. ‘The. elaborate centre ornament is 
arranged in the form of a circle, usual in Scottish work, in 
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place of a diamond or lozenge more common in England, 
while each corner of the panel is filled with a quarter-circle. 
The whole field is semé with gold rosettes and quatrefoils, 
while the whole ground is heightened with gilt dotting. The 
diamond-shaped spaces throughout the ornament appear to 
have been coloured. It seems most probable that this bind- 
ing was specially prepared for presentation to King James 
himself, in the printer’s office, for the paper used for the 
lining and end-papers is the same as that on which the book 
is printed. A copy of the “Life of Laing” containing the por- 
trait, in which he is seen holding this volume, accompanies it.

This recently discovered portrait, which is in perfect condition, 
was painted by L. Poyet (signed), an artist of note and a 
friend of Thackeray’s during his residence in Paris about 
1840. It is beautifully painted and highly finished, and is 
a most pleasing portrait, showing Thackeray in his early 
manhood, with a healthy colour in his face, the dark hair 
just beginning to be streaked with grey. ‘The spectacles are 
identical with those in the Lawrence portrait; the broken 
nose is apparent, but without being at all obtrusive. The 
size of the canvas is 24in. by 20 in. and is life-size of the 
head and shoulders. This is an important “find” amongst 
Thackeray relics, and, apart from the Thackeray interest, is. 
a most excellent portrait of the great novelist. It fills up 
an important gap in the none too rich gallery of Thackeray 
portraits. It has been engraved (but very much reduced) in 
Dent’s edition of Thackeray’s collected works. It was ex- 
hibited at the Charterhouse Thackeray Exhibition.
